® Victory celebrations have a way of 
blending into one big jumble of boredom 
and sameness. But this one was different. 
It was different because this was a New 
York Knickerbocker victory celebration 
and the New York Knicks never had a vic- 
tory celebration before. In 24 years, the 
New York Knicks never had anything to 
celebrate. 

It was Sunday evening, May 10, 1970, 
two nights after the Knicks had won the 
championship of the National Basketball 
Association for the first time in their his- 
tory and they had gathered in Madison 
Square Garden’s plush Penn Plaza club 
for the celebration. 

All the gang was there; Ned Irish, who 
started the Knicks 24 frustrating years be- 
fore; coach Red Holzman and his cham- 
pions; and members of the press, many of 
whom had lived through the long, fruitless 
years of failure. 

As the hour grew late, somebody got 
the idea that it might be nice if each mem- 
ber of the championship Knicks addressed 
the gathering with whatever message he 
chose to deliver.

Bill 
Hosket was brief. And now it was Cazzie 
Russell’s turn. Cazzie would be a little of 
each of the previous speakers. He would 
be funny, he would be humble, he would 
be erudite, he would be sincere, but he 
would not be brief. There was too much to 
say and Cazzie had to say it all. 

He is a very unusual young man, is Caz- 
zie Russell. He is a lay preacher in his 
church, a young man of depth and per- 
ception and feeling.

AUSTIN CARR, Notre Dame: The second- 
leading scorer in the nation last season, 
Carr set a school and NCAA tournament 
record of 61 points against Ohio U. He 
became only the sixth player in history 
to score more than 1,000 points in a 
season when he hit for 1,106 last year. 
The 6-3 Irish captain was MVP of the 
Sugar Bowl and NCAA Mideast tourna- 
ments last season, and once made 36 
consecutive free throws. He is equally 
effective from long or short range, with 
superb moves to the basket, shooting 
with either hand. Several coaches feel 
he'll be the leading scorer in the country. 
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JIM McDANIELS, Western Kentucky: The 
7-foot 217-pounder has led the Ohio 
Valley Conference in scoring in each of 
his varsity seasons with a 24.8 average 
as a soph and 28.6 last year. A two- 
time ALL-OVC choice, he was named player 
of the year by the coaches last season. 
“Big Mac" is a strong shooter from the 
outside which helps make his 57 percent 
field goal average.

A southpaw who can shoot from inside or out, his single- 
game high was 39 against lowa State. One of the few athletes 
to make All-Big Eight teams in two sports, Dave was an out- 
standing pitcher on the Jayhawk baseball squad as a soph- 
omore. A former high school All-American, Dave drew college 
coaches’ attention after scoring 152 points in four games in 
the Illinois state high school tournament. Coach Ted Owens 
says that Robisch still hasn’t reached his potential and should 
improve as a senior. 


DEAN MEMINGER, Marquette: Called ‘‘The 
Dream’’ because of his smooth, controlled 
play whether driving, passing, shooting or 
defensing. He averaged 18 points a game 
last year and was the MVP in leading the 
Warriors’ to the NIT championship. A 6- 
foot native of New York City, he was only 
the second high school player to be named 
All-City three times. (Lew Alcindor was the 
other.) He set a frosh scoring record of 503 
points (28 a game) and was the team’s top 
rebounder with a 10.5 average. Called by 
coach Al McGuire ‘‘the finest prospect I’ve 


ever recruited.” ’

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HOWARD PORTER, Villanova: Ranked 15th in the 
nation in rebounding with a 15.4 average, Howie 
also scored 22.2 points a game for the Wildcats. 
A 6-8, 215-pound forward who has unusual body 
control for a big man, he rarely fouls out of 
a game. An excellent outside shooter, he uses 
superior jumping ability in shooting, rebounding 
and on defense, especially in blocking shots. His 
coach, Jack Kraft, calls Porter ‘‘the best big man 
| ever coached.” 


ARTIS GILMORE, Jacksonville: While leading the Cinderella 
Dolphins to the NCAA finale, Artis led the nation in rebound- 
ing with a 22.2 average. The 7-2, 240-pound center also 
scored 26.5 points a game and was the 10th best field- 
goal shooter in the country with a .580 percentage. His de- 
fense was marked by shot-blocking and pass-intercepting.

SIDNEY WICKS, UCLA: Only a part-time starter in his 
sophomore year, Wicks developed into the Bruins’ lead- 
ing scorer and rebounder while leading them to a fourth 
Straight NCAA title. A unanimous selection to the Pacific- 
8 all-star team, he hit on 53 percent of his shots from 
the floor. His 18.6 point-a-game scoring average was 
capped by a season high of 31 against arch-rival Southern 
California. Considered by many to be the best 6-8 man 
in the country. 


JOHN ROCHE, South Carolina: Twice selected Atlantic Coast 
Conference player of the year, the 6-3 Gamecock captain 
has poured in 1,285 points in his first two varsity seasons. 
He averaged 22.3 points a game and was sorely missed in 
the ACC tournament when South Carolina lost to North Caro- 
lina State and ended the Gamecock NCAA dreams. Roche is 
fully recovered and needs only 227 points to become the 
leading scorer in school history. 


WILLIE SOJOURNER, Weber State: A two- 
sport star who has high jumped 7-% 
in NCAA competition, the 6-8, 220- 
pounder averaged 20 points and 14.3 
rebounds a game in his two varsity 
seasons.

® This may truly be the Age of Aquarius 
and another year of the sophomore in the 
Big Ten Conference, but when the chips 
are finally counted up come March, Notre 
Dame should be making a third straight 
postseason dance into the NCAA basket- 
ball tourney and, quite possibly, could be 
the best of the Midwest. 

Austin Carr proved himself to just 
about every roundball fan in the nation 
last year and had the Irish of Johnny Dee 
hopping high, wide and handsome. He'll 
be a senior this time and N.D. has five 
other two-year lettermen to back him up 
and, hopefully, help the Irish right into the 
Houston Astrodome finals of the NCAA. 

Marquette, which snubbed an NCAA 
invite last season in favor of the rival NIT, 
has Dean (The Dream) Meminger and five 
excellent sophomores to help maintain Al 
McGuire’s affluence and will rival Notre 
Dame for top independent honors, with 
the Irish winning the tossup. Give Dayton 
a big vote here, too. 

In the Big Ten, two new coaches are on 
the scene—including Dick Schultz at the 
helm of the defending champion Hawk- 
eyes. Purdue has finally lost Rick (The 
Rocket) Mount. One of the best soph- 
omore crops in league history should keep 
the title chase wild and wooly—with Pur- 
due right back knocking as Larry Weath- 
erford tries his hand at throwing in the 
long one-handers in place of Mount. 

Indiana, which made a last-to-first 
jump in 1967. has 6-7 superstar George 
McGinnis to help write that script again.

1, UCLA; 2, USC; 3, Oregon; 4, Wash- 
ington; 5, California; 6, Washington 
State; 7, Oregon State; and 8, Stanford. 

In the West Coast Athletic Conference, 
Pacific’s Tigers will be hard-pressed to 
nose out the surging Loyola Lions. The 
probable finish: 

1, Pacific; 2, Loyola; 3, Santa Clara; 4, 
USF; 5, Pepperdine; 6, Nevada-Las 
Vegas; 7, St. Mary’s, and 8, Ne- 
vada-Reno. 

Long Beach State, under the guiding 
wand of Jerry Tarkanian, used a 19-game 
winning streak to take the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Assn. championship in 1970 and 
should repeat with little difficulty.

Moving up from last year’s third team 
to head the first line is 6-10 1/ 2, 
220-pound Les Cason, a forward who led 
East Rutherford to the New Jersey state 
championship. He averaged 30.4 points 
and 20 rebounds a game while being 
named to the all-state team for the third 
consecutive year. 

Complementing Cason at the other for- 
ward position is Pontiac (Mich.) Central’s 
6-7 Campanella Russell, who scored 26.4 
points a game while leading his team to 
runner-up in the Michigan state tourna- 
ment. 

The first-team center is 6-7 Dan Wash- 
ington of St. Anthony, Washington, D.C. 
His coach, John Thompson, describes 
Washington as a “‘super rebounder.” 
Washington averaged 18.4 points and 16.5 
rebounds. 

The backcourt shows 6-5 Charles Cleve- 
land of Centerville (Ala.) H.S. and 6-3 
Andre McCarter of Wilt Chamberlain’s 
alma mater, Overbrook in Philadelphia. 
Cleveland, who is also an all-state football 
player, scored at a 29.9 clip and averaged

Height dominates the second team, with

H.S., and 6-10 Ed Stahl of Colum- 
bus (Ohio) Walnut Ridge. 

Suttle averaged 28.0 points and made

Third-team guard Mike Flynn, of Jef- 
fersonville (Ind.) High, averaged 25 points 
a game, best in the state of Indiana last 
season. His running mate, Ernie Douse of 
Boys High in Brooklyn, N.Y., averaged 
18.0 points while being the team’s leading 
playmaker. 

Seven-footer Fessor “Moose” Leonard 
is the center on the fourth team.

stun anyone by going all the way. 

If the Owls,can beef up their inside 
forces a bit, Rice could repeat after a bit- 
ter struggle. Texas A&M, Texas, Texas 
Tech and TCU should be in the race until 
the final days, and two-time league scor- 
ing leader Gene Phillips makes SMU a 
possible contender. 

Houston’s Cougars again will rank as 
one of the nation’s top independent teams. 

Sam Houston should rule the crowded 
Lone Star Conference and Arkansas State 
likely will emerge from a good 3-team 


scrap in the Southland Conference. 


SOUTHWEST 
CONFERENCE 


RICE: There’s little question that the Owls 
will be a better team than the one which 
captured the SWC crown a year ago. It 
will be the fifth club at Rice for coach Don 
Knodel, a near-unanimous selection as the 
league’s Coach of the Year. And it’s easily 
his most experienced. Heading the sea- 
soned returnees will be the league’s best 
1-2 outside punch, 6-2 Gary Reist (19.9) 
and 6-1 Tom Myer (18.9). Ted Melady, 
6-6 and considered by many the best soph 
around last year, joins them to give the 
Owls the best three-man firepower in the 
conference. If frosh graduates Mark 
Wehrle (6-11 and 22.5) and Steve Emshoff 
(6-9 and 15.3) afford the help inside that 
Rice loyalists think they will, the Owls 
will be hard to dethrone. Terry. Tim- 
merman, 6-8 letterman, also will play a lot 
and the overall bench should be much im- 
proved, 


TEXAS A&M: The Aggies will return four 
starters from the club which finished sec- 
ond just one game back of Rice last sea- 
son. But only one of them, 7-foot Steve: 


Southwest Conference scoring champion Gene Phillips is a workhorse for Southern Methodist. 
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Niles, seems assured of his job. The other 
three, 6-5 Chuck Smith, 6-2 Bill Cooksey 
and 6-1 Pat Kavanagh, all seniors, may 
have to do fierce battle with a bevy of 
bright prospects up from a good frosh 
squad. Those include 6-6 Jeff Overhouse, 
6-6 Bryan Mezger, 6-3 Bob Gobin, and 
5-10 Bill O’Brien. If coach Shelby Metcalf 
can, somewhere, uncover an outside sni- 
per, the Aggies could well leap that short 
gap to the throne room. 


TEXAS: Longhorn followers hope this is 
the year the spirit catches up to the flesh 
at Austin. There’s a lot of talent around 
again, like returning starters Eric 
Groscurth, 6-6 junior; Lynn Howden, 6-7 
junior; Joe (Scooter) Lennox, 6-2 junior; 
plus part-time regulars Billy Black and 
Sam Bradley. There also is a touted junior 
college transfer guard in Jimmy Black- 
lock, up from Tyler JC. And there are sev- 
eral splendid prospects up from a frosh 
squad which was one of the SWC’s most 
widely-recruited cage crops in history, in- 
cluding 6-8 Ralph Elliott, 6-8 John Wilson 
and 6-10 B.G. Brosterhous, an Oregon im- 
port. But much of the Steer success will 
depend on how well! harmony is mended 
throughout the ranks. 


TCU: The Frogs easily are the most diffi- 
cult team to appraise in the SWC. Ordi- 
narily you would dismiss the chances of a 
team which lost three starters, two of 
them AIl-SWC caliber. But coach Johnny 
Swaim has loaded up the riddled TCU 
ranks with four highly-touted junior col- 
lege transfers and it wouldn't be 
far-fetched to expect the Frogs, who fin- 
ished in a three-way tie for third in 69-70, 
to take it all this time around. Eugene 
(Goo) Kennedy is the most heralded of the 
Frog JC recruits. He averaged 22 points 
and 22 rebounds for a fine Fort Worth 
Christian team last season. The other 
transfer hopefuls are Kennedy’s JC team- 
mate, 6-4 Dwight Terry, 6-5 Simpson 
Degrate, who averaged 27 points and 15 
rebounds for McClennan County (Texas) 
JC, and 6-1 Jim Ferguson, a.splendid 
playmaker from Long Beach City Col- 
lege. Starters Coco Villarreal, 6-5, and 
Ricky Hall, 6-3, return, and hopes are 
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high for a trio of frosh team graduates, 
Norman Bacon, James (Snake) Williams 
and John Hurdle. 


TEXAS TECH: The Red Raiders will re- 
turn four of five starters and nine of 10 let- 
termen, plus a touted 6-7 junior college 
transfer, in hopes of improving on the tie 
for third of last season which could have 
been better except for backfires the last 
couple of games. AlLSWC hand Gene 
Knolle, 6-4, heads the returnees, which 
also include starters Greg Lowery, Steve 
Williams and Jerry Turner, one of the 
league’s top rebounders. Much of the 
Raider hopes, however, will rest on the 
shoulders of JC recruit Sam Sibert, a JC 
All-American at Eastern Oklahoma, 
where he averaged 19 points and 15 
rebounds. -At 6-7, he'll be the tallest 
Raider regular. Second-year coach Bob 
Bass will have to depend on speed and 
quickness to make a title run. 
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BAYLOR: The Bears have come to enjoy 
an almost perennial role as the league’s 
surprise cage entry. But coach Bill Me- 
neffee’s club could retire that award 
should they make a real bid for the title 
this time. The Bears must bank almost all 
their hopes on 6-5 senior William Chat- 
mon, a unanimous All-SWC hand in 
69-70 who led the team in scoring (20.7), 
rebounding (12.7), was one of the nation’s 
field goal percentage leaders (60.0) and 
kept the Bears in title contention until the 
final game. But 6-4 Tom Friedman is the 
only other returning starter and the ranks 
generally appear thin behind those two. 
Healthy Pat Fees, 6-7, junior who suffered 
through an illness-injury-plagued season 
in ’69-70, could make a big difference. 


SMU: The Mustangs likewise will be 
drawing to a hand of a single ace. SMU’s 
is Gene Phillips, perhaps the best 
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All-America candidate the SWC has had 
in some years. Phillips has led the league 
in scoring for two seasons, 21.3 and 28.5, 
the latter ranking I1th in the nation last 
season. He set a SWC season mark of 685 
points last year, scoring more than 30 
points 13 times and under 25 only six 
times. Unfortunately,, the Ponies have 
little else to offer, David Miller and Clay- 
ton Korver. each 6-8, likely will form the 
double-post but coach Bob Prewitt franti- 
cally searched for THE big man in the JC 
ranks well into the summer. Bobby Roll- 
ings and Larry Delzell offer respectable 
back-court play but there’s a real need for 
better outside shooting, too. 


ARKANSAS: New coach Lanny Van 
Eman will start with almost completely 
new furnishings at Arkansas. But that 
might not be all bad. The Razorbacks suf- 
fered through their worst season in history 
last year, 5-19 for the season and 3-11 in 
league play. Almer Lee, 6-0 junior. is the 
only returning starter. He was one of top 
sophs with a 17.0 average. Vernon Mur- 
phy, 6-6 junior who set a school frosh 
scoring mark of 24.6 two seasons ago, sat 
out last year in the disciplinary dog house. 
He could help greatly on the boards. In- 
experience abounds elsewhere, but several 
sophs are promising, including 6-8 Larry 
Box. 6-3 Joel Tabor and 6-2 Jody Bass. 


INDEPENDENTS 


HOUSTON: All the Cougars need to re- 
gain a spot among the nation’s collegiate 
elite is one good big man and one good 
little man. They may have them both be- 
fore the season’s very old. Coach Guy 
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Lewis has high hopes that 6-9 Bob Hall 
will reach full potential despite a mediocre 
season as a Sometime starter last year. He 
broke many of Elvin Hayes’ school fresh- 
man records two seasons back. And Larry 
Brown, a 6-foot whiz who was the leading 
scorer in last winter’s national Junior Col- 
lege tournament, is almost certain to sign 
on with the Coogs, If the Northeast Okla- 
homa JC grad does, Lewis will have 
solved a back-court problem. Returning 
are three splendid starters, 6-7 Dwight 


’ Davis, 6-3 Poo Welch and 6-5 Jeff Hick- 


man. Only graduated Ollie Taylor out- 
scored that trio during a 25-5 season in 
“69-70. Sophs Steve Newsome, 6-7. and 
Jim Bodden, 6-9, also may help. 


WEST TEXAS STATE: Newcomers carry 
Buff hopes for the season. Ed Fitzgerald is 
the only returning starter. But red-shirts 
Brent Lake and Ralph Houston offer 
good talent and experience. And a couple 
of graduates from a good frosh squad of 
last year should mean additional depth. 
They are Jerry Christian and Keith Ba- 
tiste. If a pair of JC transfers from Chris- 
tian College of the Southwest, 6-8 Steve 
Davidson, and 6-4 Ray Golson, don’t 
wander elsewhere, the Buffs could be po- 
tent. 


HARDIN-SIMMONS: Reconstruction like- 
wise is the name of the game for the Cow- 
boys. Only returning starter is Ray Wil- 
liams, 6-5 junior and fine shooter. Coach 
Paul Lamberts will have to get good per- 
formances from three bright and tall 
sophs prospects, 6-8 Tom Jahns. 6-9 
Leonard Hawkins and 6-6 Dale Adamson.

ARKANSAS STATE: Returns four of five 
starters from second-place entry of *69-70, 
including 6-9 center John Belcher, maybe 
league’s best, Allan Pruett and Mike 
Wise, both 6-3, also are top drawer.

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®@ Nowadays when a college youngster 
says he wants to overthrow The Estab- 
lishment, it’s hard to figure out in Dixie 
whether he’s talking politics or basket- 
ball. There are bound to be five-man 
teams of protesters springing up almost 
nightly in various gyms, but nobody’s 
really going to buck this ruling 
class—Kentucky in the SEC, South Caro- 
lina in the ACC, Western Kentucky in the 
OVC, Davidson in the Southern and Jack- 
sonville among the independents. 

Gads, that’s just about the way it fin- 
ished last year. 

So. . .? So Jacksonville, the NCAA 
runnerup (27-2), still has, among others, 
7-foot-2 Artis Gilmore, 7-foot Pembrook 
Burrows and playmaker Vaughn Wede- 
king, which should make the winter nights 
comfy for new coach Tom Wasdin. 

Kentucky lost All-America Dan Issel, 
but 7-foot Tom Payne or 6-11 Jim An- 
drews, both sophs, loom exceptionally 
large as the replacement. Baron Adolph 
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Rupp also gets back All-SEC Mike Ca- 
sey, who missed last season with a broken 
leg, to replace Mike Pratt and has every- 
one else back. They've got the horses, nat- 
urally, in Kentucky while LSU, last year’s 
runnerup, has a four-game gap to make 
‘up and loses Pete Maravich. Ouch, The 
threat this year should come from Van- 
derbilt and Tennessee. 

In the Atlantic Coast Conference, 16 of 
last season’s top 25 scorers return, but 
that’s a rather moot point. South Carolina 
(25-3) remains loaded with four starters 
back, including wondrous John Roche, 
and has gee-whiz soph Kevin Joyce ready 
for the empty berth. Added incentive 
comes from last season’s double-overtime 
loss in the ACC tourney final. Only Duke 
appears to have the muscle to mount a 
serious season-long challenge. 

Western Kentucky (22-3), five games 
ahead of Murray State last season, should 
coast again in the Ohio Valley behind the 
steady rat-tat-tat of 7-foot Jim McDaniels 
and four other returning starters. David- 
son isn’t what it used to be, but neither is 
the Southern Conference.

SOUTH CAROLINA: The Gamecocks

ney finals when John Roche was hurt. As- 
suming that gives the Gamecocks a 
double-dose of incentive, that’s about all 
they'll need. The team should be one of 
the nation’s best, maybe THE best. Six of 
the top seven aces return, including the 
multi-gifted Roche (22.3 ppg), the ACC’s 
Player of the Year: 6-10 Tom Owens, the 
ACC’s leading rebounder; 6-10 Tom Ri- 
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ker, who hit 13.8 as a soph, and 6-8 
strongboy John Ribock, who plays tough 
defense. Super-sophs include Kevin Joyce

The Blue Devils are 
that giddy about a 16-0 frosh team that’s 
moving up. If returning forwards Rick 
Katherman (13.1) and Larry Saunders 
(10.0), plus vet guards Dick DeVenzio and 
Brad Evans are bumped out, the Blue

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and “68 U.S: Olympic team alternate. 
Terps think so much of Yates they voted 
him captain before he’s played first Varsity 
game. Soph gems include gee-whiz 6-7 
Jim- O’Brien (30.1 ppg), the ACC’s high- 
est-scoring freshman last season, and 
guard Howard White (21.3). 


VIRGINIA: The Cavaliers think they might 
be muscling into the ACC’s first division 
for the first time since the loop was 
formed in 1954. The club was a so-so 
10-15 last season, but nearly made the 
ACC tournament finals in a late-season 
surprise. Talented Chip Case is gone, but 
everything else is cheery. Husky 6-7 Bill 
Gerry (17.7 ppg) and 6-10 Scott 
McCandlish (13.5) work the boards. Add 
to ‘em, 6-5 Mike Wilkes, a 15.7 scorer 
who sat out last year. Also back are start- 
ers Frank DeWitt and Tim Rash, while 
soph Barry Parkhill (26.4) is being trum- 
peted as the best backcourt prospect at 
Virginia in more than a decade. 


WAKE FOREST: For starters, the Deacons 
(14-14) offer a dazzling one-two punch, 
flashy Charlie Davis (25.5 ppg) who can 
shoot and muscular Gilbert McGregor 
who grabs the rebounds and adds 12.5 
ppg. Davis is the ACC's top returning 
scorer, which says enough. The rest of the 
cast has intrigue. Upfront support comes 
from 6-7 JC transfer Terry Provansha, 6-9 
soph Pat Kelly and 6-5 redshirt Bobby 
Hook, all new men. Part-timer John Lew- 
kowicz (7.9) or Willie Griffin, the top gun 
up from the frosh (20.3), vie as Davis’ 
backcourt running mate. Nobody's likely 
to know until mid-season how tough Dea- 
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cons can be, 


CLEMSON: Taylor (Tates) Locke moves 
in as new coach, hoping to stop the string 
of losses—19, 19 and 20 the last three 
years. Other losses: high-scoring Butch 
Zatezalo and Richie Mahaffey via gradu- 
ation and Greg Latin on academics. Only 
two starters return, guard Dave Thomas 
(11.6 ppg) and forward Dickie Foster 
(8.0). Any improvement hinges on sophs 
like 7-0 Dave Angel, 6-11 John Williams 
and 6-3 Ron Fenwick, a 26.5 ppg man 
with the frosh. Trouble is, the freshman 
record was only 9-7 and the road back in 
the ACC is particularly steep. 


SOUTHEASTERN 
CONFERENCE 


KENTUCKY: When Adolph Rupp says his 
Kentucky team could be even better than 
last year (26-2) it may be wise for Oppo- 
nents to seek other fun, However, Rupp 
throws in an ‘if’—if 7-foot Tom Payne, 
6-11 Jim Andrews, both sophs, and 6-8 ju- 
nior Mark Soderberg “live up to what we 
think is their potential.’ One is ticketed to 
replace Dan Issel. Andrews (28.4 ppg, 13 
rb) played with the frosh while the high- 
ly-touted Payne (22 ppg, 15 rb) did it with 
the Lexington AAU. Overall the talent is 
staggering. Two-time All-SEC ace Mike 
Casey, who is a 20 ppg man, returns after 
missing last season with a broken leg. All 
of last season's guards are back, led by se- 
niors Jim Dinwiddie and Terry Mills. The 
forwards include 6-6 southpaw Tom Park- 
er (10.4 ppg). 6-5 Larry Steele (9.8), 6-8 
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Randy Noll, plus 6-6 Larry Stamper, an- 
other soph gem. The hunch is that Rupp 
wants a fifth NCAA title before settling 
down on his cattle ranch and that he 
thinks this outfit maybe could do it. 


VANDERBILT: Things are looking way up 
for the Commodores (12-14) now that 7-4 
Steve Turner, the nation’s tallest cager, 
has had a season to get his feet on the 
ground. Turner poses obvious’ problems, 
but maybe not as many as 6-7 Thorpe 
Weber (15.7 ppg), 6-2 Tom Arnholt (14.3) 
and soph Rod Freeman, a 6-7 gem who 
looks like forward Perry Wallace’s re- 
placement. The guards are strong with 
Jimmy Conn, the playmaker type; senior 
co-captain Ralph Mayes and Arnholt. 
- Overall, there are four starters back, good 
depth and eye-popping size (6-8 soph Ray 
Maddux adds to the rebounding poten- 
tial). The Commodores will steer a frothy 
course. 


TENNESSEE: After falling to fifth in the 
SEC last season, the Vols (16-9) could 
make an abrupt high rise with a couple of 
new wings. Although coach Ray Mears 
has four starters returning, soph hot-shots 
Mike Edwards (30.9 ppg with frosh) and 
Greg Hawkins (20.0) figure to move in 
quickly at the wing spots to provide 
needed gunnery. For good measure, 6-9 
Rupert Breedlove, a transfer from Cincin- 
nati, could solve rebounding need. Jimmy 
England, 6-1. All-SEC (19.4 ppg), heads 
the vets with 6-5 Don Johnson (14.0). plus 
guards Rudy Kinard and Dickie Johnston 
also back as Volunteer starters. 
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AUBURN: Take John Mengelt, the SEC’s 
leading returning scorer, for a starter and 
the Plainsmen (15-11) have some fancy 
possibilities again. Mengelt hit 60 points 
against Alabama and 26.8 ppg overall. 
There’s more height with 6-9 Al 
Leapheart getting support from 6-9 soph 
Jim Retseck (20 ppg with frosh). Dan 
Kirkland, the frosh’s high scorer (23.0), is 
coming off knee surgery, but there’s no 
doubt that he can help if sound. Still 
around are Henry Harris and Jimmy 
Walker, both 6-3. The Tigers look unwill- 
ing to be tamed. 


LOUISIANA STATE: Subtract floppy-sox 
Pete Maravich, the game’s all-time lead- 
ing scorer (44.5 ppg), and the Tigers have 
to say ouch. Also gone are 6-8 Danny 
Hester, the No. 2 scorer and rebounder. 
and guard Jeff Tribbett. To replace Mar- 
avich, it may be a 2-for-1 deal. The new 
guards are lefty transfer Nelson Isley, who 
broke Pete’s high-school scoring record 
before poppa Press Maravich recruited 
him for N.C. State, and soph Gary 
Simpson, who merely hit 34.6 ppg with 
the LSU frosh. The front line has ample 
oomph with 6-7 Al Sanders, the SEC’s top 
rebounder, and 6-9 Bill Newton coming 
off last year’s starting cast, plus 6-6 soph 
Bill Whittle. One thing for sure, with Pis- 
tol Pete gone, there'll be more emphasis 
on defense. 


FLORIDA: The Gators (9-17) are oper- 
ating on sort of the domino theory. If 6-10 
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Gary Waddell plays, everything could fall 
in place. Waddell, a 20.9 scorer once with 


» the frosh, hurt his back and missed last 


year. Assuming Waddell makes it back, 
center Dan Boe (6-8) moves to the high 
post to replace graduated Andy Owens, 
the All-SEC 27 ppg scorer who is the only 
regular gone. The rest of the cast shows 
Jerry Hoover at the point guard and 6-6 
Cliff Cox and 6-7 Earl Findley at the 
wings. Findley (9.4) was the No. 2 scorer 
behind Owens, which suggests more fire- 
power is needed. That could be where 
soph Tony Miller (17.0) fits in. 


GEORGIA: After posting three straight 
winning seasons, the Bulldogs (13-12) 
hope to solidify their gains without big 
star Bob Lienhard. Last year’s No. 2 
scorer, guard Lanny Taylor (16.6 ppg), 
moves up as the new leading man with 6-9 
soph Tom Abrahamson, who once buck- 
eted 53 with the Bullpups, as a new inside 
threat. Coach Ken Rosemond hopes for 
balance and can select from Abrahamson, 
6-4 Cauthen Westbrook (10.6), 6-8 Randy 
Meteling, plus B-teamers Kevin Las and 
Dick Toth upfront. In the backcourt it'll 
be Taylor, and either senior Barry Cohen 
or a top soph like Ronnie Hogue or Gino 
Gianfrancesco. The latter will be a prob- 
lem for the type-setters at least. 


MISSISSIPPI: Coach Bob (Cob) Jarvis’ 
first recruiting crop is ready to hatch and 
Reb fans are expectant. Although three 
starters return from last season’s 10-15 
club—Duaine Boucher (12.9 ppg), 6-8 
Lock Ross and guard Cecil Jones—the 
best bomber could be 6-6 1/2 soph guard 
Johnny Neumann, a dazzler who is put in 
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Pete Maravich’s class off his 38.4 ppg 
frosh average. Other soph gems off a 23-1 
rookie team are guard David Rhodes 
(17.3), 6-7 Red Smith (15.0) and 6-6 re- 
bounder Steve Strickland. There’s a lack 
of tree-top height, but the shooting, depth 
and. speed all look better, which means 
Ole Miss isn’t missing much. 


ALABAMA: Coach C. M. Newton started 
five sophs last season and took the usual 
lumps (8-18), but got the reconstruction 
job underway. It should be rosier this sea- 
son, the second time around. Alan House, 
the 6-8 strongboy (14.0 ppg), looks set in 
the middle with high-scoring Jimmy Hol- 
lon (19.4) and 6-6 David Williams (9.2) 
also back from last year’s cast. Two sophs 
could break in—6-5 Wendell Hudson, 
*‘Bama’s first Negro athlete who dazzled 
with the frosh (18.4 ppg, 15.5 rb), and 
guard Dennis Smith, who packs good 
scoring potential (19.3). Junior Bobby 
Lynch, last year’s playmaker, also figures 
in the rising Tide. 


MISSISSIPPI STATE: The Bulldogs’ new 
coach, Kermit Davis, starts off with a new 
problem, to find a front line. Guards are 
set with Jack Bouldin (15.4 ppg), Randy 
Hodges (13.1) and Donnie Black (5.7) re- 
turning. Hodges can play upfront, but if 
he does at 6-foot-3, the Bulldogs will be in 
trouble, just as they were (6-18) last year. 
Only big men are 6-7 Walt Hampton, who 
got in only seven games last season, and 
6-6 Bill Combs. A 9-9 frosh team obvious- 
ly doesn’t offer too much aid, but Davis’ 
first recruits include a 6-10 and two 6-9s, 
who are ticketed for delivery next year.

WESTERN KENTUCKY: After last sea- 
son’s, giddy 22-3 mark, which included 
only the third undefeated record (14-0) in 
OVC history, coach John Oldham may be 
wondering about that encore. Of course, 
the answer is to simply bring back last 
season’s team, which is exactly what Old- 
ham has on hand. Back intact is the lineup 
that started the final five games—7-foot 
All-America center Jim McDaniels, 6-8 
Clarence Glover and 6-4 Jerome Perry at 
forwards, and 6-3 Jim Rose and 6-4 Gary 
Sundmacker at guards. McDaniels topped 
the league in scoring (28.6 ppg), rebound- 
ing, field goal accuracy and, naturally, 
balloting for the OVC player of the year. 
Oldham says he’ll improve. Just for fun, 
the Hilltoppers have added 6-5 Jerry 
Dunn and 6-2 Rex Bailey, both transfers 
off national junior college title teams. 


MURRAY STATE: After three straight 
years of finishing first or second in the 
loop, coach Cal Luther loses his No. 1 
Racer, Claude Virden (20.4 ppg), but 
things otherwise are fairly solid in his 
stable. Three starters return—guard Jim- 
my Young (16.5), 6-6 center Ron Johnson 
(10.5) and 6-5 forward Bill Mancini (9.2). 
Hector Blondett, who sat out part of last 
season, may be back and he’s a 16.0 ppg 
man. Sophs Les Taylor (22.4 with frosh) 
and Fred Towns (21.7), both outstanding 
prospects, could add to the Racers’ edge. 
There’s not tree-top height, but the speed 
and shooting remain exceptionally good. 


MOREHEAD STATE: Bill Harrell had just 
about everybody pleased with last season’s 
13-11 rebuilding job and the excitement 
won't die down. As many as three starters 
could be newcomers, which figures to keep 
things interesting. One sure first-liner is 
6-8 all-OVC Jim Day (22 ppg, 10.5 rb), 
who returns for his senior fling. Also re- 
turning are three part-time regulars, 6-9 
Lavon Mann, 6-6 Jerry Hueseman and 6-2 
Jerry King. The new crop includes 6-11 
Royce Woolever, 6-10 Gary Mize and 6-8 
Alonzo Cole, who are just right for re- 
bounding, and two quick, good-shooting 
guards, Vic Wharton and Bubba Abell. 


EAST TENNESSEE: After grappling with 
North Carolina and Ohio State in its first 
two games, the plunder should get better 
for these Buccaneers. All-LOVC Mike 
Kretzer, the Bucs’ top scorer (20.0), no 
longer is around, but there is enough other 
talent to suggest something like the 15-11 
records of the last two years. Vets Corky 
Gifford, Lynn Ring and Tommy Martin, 
plus soph star Denton Willard, make the 
backcourt strong and deep. The upfront 
crew includes 6-5 John Rice, 6-7 Phil 
Williford, 6-8 Jerry McNabb, 6-6 Tom 
Fleming and 6-6 soph Ronnie Hardin. The 
size isn’t up to what coach Madison

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Brooks likes, but he’s still likely to get a 
good return from a few quick Bucs. 


MIDDLE TENNESSEE: After last season’s 
whirlwind finish, 11 triumphs in the last 
15 games, the Blue Raiders see no reason 
to be blue. Second-year coach Jimmy 
Earle has visions of improving on the 
15-11 chart and turning the season into 
the winningest since “52. Optimism Is 
based on 6-5 OVC forward Ken Riley, 
veteran guard starters Jim Drew and Stan 
Sumrell, plus highly-regarded 6-0 Herman 
Sykes, a transfer from Oklahoma who is 
more than just O.K. Upfront there’s 6-10 
soph Chester Brown, who made the OVC 
all-frosh team, and 6-3 Percy Hairston. 
Depth is a problem, with Earle looking 
longingly for some companions on the 
bench. 


EASTERN KENTUCKY: To be young and 
exciting is fine, but coach Guy Strong 
would rather it not apply to his team. The 
top three scorers of last year’s 12-10 outfit 
are gone, all drafted by the pros. How- 
ever, three dandies are back—muscular 
6-6 Carl Greenfield (12.6 ppg, 11.8 rb), 
plus guards George Bryant (11.1) and Bil- 
ly Burton (9.5). The eye-catcher, though, 
is 6-3 soph Charlie Mitchell, who hit 30.2 
with the frosh. Dan Argabright, a 6-10 
transfer, also is eagerly awaited. By 
mid-season, when things jell, the Colonels 
could be getting salutes. 


TENNESSEE TECH: With 7-0 center Art 
Bosnak gone, coach Connie Inman ob- 
viously has to adjust his sights down. Re- 
bounding will be critical unless 6-7 Maury 
Schwegman and 6-5 Ed Kovach, the tall- 
- est men off the reserves, or somebody else 
suddenly pops up. Rich Stone, who was 
the top scorer (15.2 ppg) and top rebound- 
er at a mere 6-3, figures to carry even 
more of a load this year. The backcourt 
should include soph Wayne Pack and ei- 
ther Dan Furlong or redshirt Al Lewis. 
Improving on last season’s 10-15 chart 
will have to wait, at least until this year’s 
best-ever frosh team is ready to move up. 


AUSTIN PEAY: Only one of the top three 
scorers, Tom Santel (13.6) returns from 
last season's 5-21 team, but the Govs have 
done some crafty politicking. Seven junior 
college transfers move in, presumably 
with good ranking in the polls. More help 
is due from sophs Jerry Wanstrath (6-7, 
215 and 16.2 ppg) and Jack Pack (22.6), 
whose name alone offers intrigue. How- 
ever, the loss of Howard Wright, last sea- 
son's do-it-all, leaves a major vacancy for 
this campaign. 


SOUTHERN 
CONFERENCE 


DAVIDSON: Terry Holland turned out a 
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22-5 team in his first year as head coach 
last season and the Wildcats moved 
crisply to their third straight SC title. 
Now things get a litthe tougher with 
three-season vets Mike Maloy, Jerry Kroll 
and Doug Cook gone. The Wildcats no 
longer are in the super class, but they still 
look like the class of the SC. Bryan Adri- 
an, who led the club in scoring as a soph 
(20.2), returns and he could be SC player 
of the year. Eric Minkin, 6-8, moves in at 
center and other °69-°70 reserves like 
Steve Kirley, Ronnie Stelzer and Duncan 
Postma have waited patiently for this 
chance. Rookies Joe Sutter (20.3 ppg), 6-6 
John Pecorak (16.6) and Gordon Graham 
(17.3) also hear opportunity knock. 


EAST CAROLINA: After two straight 
years as runnerup to Davidson in the SC, 
the Pirates (16-10) hope that things don’t 
really happen in threes. However, last 
year’s big and little men—6-7 Jim Modlin 
(18.5 ppg) and guard Tom Miller 
(17.8)—are gone and Davidson may be 
hard to catch. The No, 1 player from the 
frosh, 6-10 Al Faber, moves in upfront for 
Modlin, but that still leaves a question at 
Miller's old ball-handling spot. Otherwise 
there may not be too much concern with 
6-7 Jim Fairley (16.7 ppg), 6-7 Jim Grego- 
ry (16.5) and possibly 6-2 Julius Prince or 
soph Dave McNeil in the wing-corner 
spots. 


RICHMOND: Although 9-18 overall, the 
Spiders reached the finals of last season's 
SC tournament and may bloom late 
again. Three starters return—6-8 center 
Jim Hewitt (14.6 ppg, 8.5 rb), 6-4 forward 
John Welch and 6-2 guard Phil Bushkar. 
Added oomph comes from 6-7 Stan Ry- 
finski, who was a regular before being hit 
with mononucleosis at mid-year. What 
thrills coach Lewis Mills, though, is a 15-4 
frosh team that produces guard Mike 
Anastasio, a likely good scorer, plus 6-9 
Ray Amann, 6-8 Joe Dauses and 6-5 
guard Roger Hatcher, all of whom figure 
to fit nicely in the Spiders’ web. 


FURMAN: Colorful Joe Williams left 
Jacksonville’s NCAA runnersup for the 
Paladins, inheriting another rebuilding 
job. Fortunately, the top two scorers from 
last year’s 13-13 club return—6-6 Lisco 
Thomas and Jerry Martin. Also available 
is sharp-shooting Charles Selvy, the 
brother of the ex-coach. The big problems 
are a rebounder to replace all-SC Joe 
Brunson and a ball-handler to crack the 
press. Sophs Russ Hunt, 6-8, and Steve 
Daugherty could fill the needs, but Wil- 
liams has wheeled in three junior college 
transfers just in case. The team, like Wil- 
liams, could make a surprising move. 


THE CITADEL: The Cadets have captured 
some new weapons—6-8 John Sutor, 6-7 
Larry Brown and guard Jim Below, all ju- 
nior college transfers—and should make 
more noise than last season’s mild 8-16 
pop. Toss in 6-7 returnee Mike Ruddle 


upfront with newcomers Sutor and Brown 
and the rebounding should begin off the 
boards. Guard Ben Ledbetter (10 ppg) and 
6-5 Len Meckstroth (11.5), the best of six 
returning lettermen, figure to steady 
things while some more newcomers, par- 
ticularly sophs Steve Fishel (21.7 ppg) and 
Cal Hayslip (17.6), learn coach Dick 
Campbell's formations. 


WILLIAM & MARY: The Tribe (11-16) 
moves into its 10,700-seat arena this sea- 
son, but that won't be the only thing brand 
new. There are new Indians every- 
where—JC transfers Doug Duncan, Greg 
Fletcher and 6-8 Dave Stovall; redshirts 
Steve Seward and 6-7 Jeff Trammell: 
sophs Randy Davis and George Spack, 
and transfer Steve Rash, who'll be eligible 
the second semester. About the only fa- 
miliar faces are stringy center Jim Warns, 
starting forwards Tom Jasper (17.8) and 
Steve Dodge (15.4) and, of course, coach 
Warren Mitchell. Word is that Duncan 
and Trammell look good enough to start. 


VIRGINIA MILITARY: Second-year coach 
Mike Schuler has virtually all hands re- 
turning from last year’s 6-19 outfit, but 
there’s a question of how much ammuni- 
tion the Keydets pack. Sophs Rod Brewer 
(21.3 ppg with frosh) and Darrell Rick- 
mond (12.4 rebounds) could move in to 
help ease two crucial needs. Otherwise, the 
regiment is the same—Jan Essenburg, Jer- 
ry Renfro, John Thomas, Fred Allison 
and Jim Sefick, who combined to average 
only 47 ppg last season. Added problem: 
none is taller than 6-6. 


OTHERS 


JACKSONVILLE: Billed as last year’s tall- 
est college team, the Dolphins may now 
want to include the universe. Returning 
from last year’s stunning 27-2 outfit are 
7-2 All-America Artis Gilmore and 7-foot 
Pembrook Burrows, to be joined by 7-foot 
JC transfer Dayid Brent, who is billed as 
“the most agile 7-footer in the nation.” 
The Dolphins’ motto “‘More Fun in *71” 
indicates it all. Only one starter is missing 
from last year’s NCAA runnerup crew. 
The returnees: Gilmore, the nation’s No. | 
rebounder and a 26.5 scorer; Burrows 
(10.8), Vaughn Wedeking (13.7) and 6-6 
Greg Nelson (10,6). Ticketed to replace 
Rex Morgan is 6-1 1/2 guard Harold Fox, 
who was ranked as the No. | JC player 
in the nation. New coach Tom Wasdin has 
stars in his eyes for sure. 


FLORIDA STATE: The Seminoles were 
23-3 last season and lost players like Dave 
Cowens and Willie Williams, the Boston 
Celtics’ first and third draft choices, but ~ 
these “Soles may be virtually non-skid. 
The new talent is exceptional and the 
holdovers include guard Skip Young (13.9 
ppg), defensive ace Ron Harris, plus 6-4 
Vernell Ellzy and 6-6 Rowland Garrett, 
both swing men last season and out- 


standing leapers. Ron King (35.7 with the 
frosh) has lush potential. Add to ‘em 6-10 
Reggie Royals, 6-6 Larry Gay and 5-8 
playmaker Otto Petty. all sophs, plus JC 
transfers Greg Samuels and Charlie 
Green. Coach Hugh Durham shouldn't 
have difficulty with his promise to keep it 
interesting. 


GEORGIA TECH: The Jackets Have only 
two starters back from their 17-10 NIT 
club, but theyre beauties—6-9 1/ 2 Rich 
Yunkus and his feeder, 6-2 guard Jim 
Thorne. Yunkus averaged 30.1 ppg. sixth 
best in the republic, and hit 55.8 per cent 
of his shots, mostly soft left-handed jump- 
ers. Thorne (10.3 ppg) broke the Tech 
record for assists. With that combination, 
things look safe. Reserve 6-7 Tommy Wil- 
son moves in upfront, possibly with 6-2 
soph Peanut Murphy (15.3 with frosh). 
Subs Tommy Taylor and John Hoggle vie 
for other backcourt spot. Jackets’ sting is 
reflected by the shooting, fourth best in 
the nation last year. 


WEST VIRGINIA: The Mountaineers 
move into their new 14,000-seat coliseum, 
but the team still appears in the construc- 
tion stage. Hot-shooting guard Wil Rob- 
inson (20 ppg) could out-dazzle his sur- 
roundings, but coach Sonny Moran: still 
needs help for a club that was a flighty 
11-15, only the third losing season in 25 
years. Rookies Larry Harris. and Levi 
Phillips, 23.9 and 17.2 ppg withthe frosh, 
offer a quick bandaid. Returnees include 
regulars Mike Heitz, a 7-foot center who 
still has a way to go (7.6 ppg), and 6-5 for- 
ward Dick Symons (10.1). Reserves Curt 
Price and Skip Kintz also fit in. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON: The Colonials 
dropped the Southern Conference, 
dropped coach Wayne Dobbs and turned a 
tougher independent schedule over to Carl 
Slone. Fortunately for Slone, most of the 
changes stop there. Nine of 10 lettermen 
return off a 12-15 club, including high 
scorers Mike Tallent (21.1 ppg) and Walt 
Szezerbiak (17.2). For GW to create a 
stir, Tallent’s knees must hold up, junior 
Ronnie Nunn (9.7) must fulfill his frosh 
potential and 6-8 soph Howard Matthews, 
20.8 ppg and 16.9 rb with frosh, must ad- 
just quickly to varsity status. Two other 
sophs, Mike Battle and guard Randy 
Click, also are highly rated but strangely 
the frosh team was only 7-10.

® For the second straight year the best 
team in the Rockies will be an independ- 
ent, rather than one from the basket- 
ball-proud Western Athletic Conference. 

The finger points to Utah State, which 
before the formation of the WAC a few 
years back, was in the same league as five 
present members of the WAC. 

But that is neither here nor there as the 
Mormon Farmers set their sights on un- 
precedented basketball heights. The sec- 
ond-best team in this vast area figures to 
be neighboring Utah, favorite to win the 
WAC crown that eluded it in the last 
game of the 1970 season. Biggest com- 
petition for the Redskins is expected to 
come from the University of Texas-El 
Paso team that whipped them for title 
honors in the blanket 1970 finish. 

Behind these two it’s anybody’s guess. 
Among the independents, New Mexico 
State, third in the NCAA last year with a 
glittering 28-3 season, may parlay one re- 
turning starter, six other lettermen and a 
winning tradition into another contending 
year. 

The Big Sky Conference looks to anoth- 
er titular’ chase between defending cham- 
pion Weber State and Idaho State, with 
Montana State a dark horse. If anyone is 
foolhardy enough to predict a winner in 
the 15-team Rocky Mountain Athletic 
Conference, the choice probably would 
narrow to either Regis of Denver in the 
Mountain Division, or defending cham- 
pion University of Nebraska-Omaha in 
the Plains Division, with Adams State a 
strong possibility in the Mountain.

® The National Basketball Association 
has added three new teams for the 1970-71 
season and realigned its divisions into 
three sections with four teams each and 
another with five clubs. 

It was a controversial move by the 
league, expanding at a time when the tal- 
ent pool seemed to be spread painfully 
thin. And now it is even thinner, and 
teams like San Diego, Seattle, Phoenix, 
Chicago are as competitive, some even 
stronger, than many of the old-line teams. 

Despite the diluted talent, the league 
should be fairly even with the most im- 
proved teams in Detroit, Cincinnati, 
Phoenix, Seattle, and of course, Mil- 
waukee, 

Lew Alcindor was fantastic as a rookie 
in the NBA last season and this year he 
will team with Oscar Robertson. It is a 
powerful combination, one which can not 
be ignored, when you start searching for a 
successor to the New York Knicks as 
league champions, The pick here is Mil- 
waukee to win the playoffs next spring. 

There is.a lot of talent on that club be- 
sides Alcindor and Robertson, and most 
of it is young. The Knicks are relatively 
young, too, and are the choice of many to 
start the next dynasty. Perhaps, but Mil- 
waukee with Alcindor and Robertson is 
too much of a temptation, 

As for the rest of the league, things 
should be quite tight in all four divisions. 
Cincinnati has some fine young talent. 
Detroit finally has the center it needs in 
Bob Lanier. Phoenix, Chicago and Seattle 
were greatly improved teams last season.

NEW YORK 


The world champions didn’t lose any 
key players in the expansion draft and go 
into the new season with the perfect blend 
of age and youth. Add the experience of 
the championship run and it seems very 
hard to go against this team. 

People keep telling coach Red Holzman 
he has the next dynasty in pro basketball 
but Holzman says dynasties aren’t built in 
one year. Nevertheless, the Knicks have 
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some of the great young players in the 
game. 

Center Willis Reed (21.7) was the 
league’s most valuable player last season. 
Walt Frazier, the guard with the quick 
hands, is one of the best defensive players 
in basketball. He also was second in the 
league in assists (8.2). His backcourt mate 
Dick Barnett is still a dangerous shooter 
(14.9). 

Is there a better professional in every 
aspect of the game than forward Dave De- 
Busschere (14.6). Bill Bradley (14.5) im- 
proved with every performance last year. 

The bench is very strong with Cazzie 
Russell (11.5) capable of coming in and 
breaking up any game at any moment. 
Dave Stallworth (7.8) and Mike Riordan 
(7.7) also had fine seasons in 1969-70. 

Eddie Mast, who was the Eastern 
League’s Most Valuable Player last sea- 
son, is given a good chance to stick with 
the Knicks this year, replacing Nate Bow- 
man as the back-up center. The top rookie 
is Mike Price from the University of Il- 
linois. 

Last season, the Knicks played some of 
the league’s greatest all-round basketball 
since the Boston Celtics were in their 
prime. And the Celtics were the last dy- 
nasty in the game. 


PHILADELPHIA 


Coach Jack Ramsay better have a good 
supply of glue and rubber bands to hold 
this team together. Its best days are in the 
past. There still is enough talent, however, 
to be an extremely tough opponent. 

Billy Cunningham will play one last 
season with the 76ers, he claims, before 
honoring the contract he signed for 
1971-72 with the Carolina Cougars of the 
American Basketball Association. 

Cunningham, an all-star forward, was 
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the fourth-leading scorer in the National 
Basketball Association last year with 2114 
points and 26.1 average. He also was 
Philadelphia’s leading rebounder with 
1101 and in that figure you find one of the 
76ers big problems. Cunningham simply 
can not do everything himself. 

Hal Greer is 34 and in his 13th and pos- 
sibly last season. Offensively, the great 
guard seems just as productive. He aver- 
aged 22.0 last year. But defensively he is 
beginning to slow a bit. 

Fortunately, Ramsay has two other ex- 
cellent guards in Wally Jones (11.8) and 
Archie Clark (19.7). Jones is better defen- 
sively and handling the ball. Clark has the 
edge offensively, The Jones-Greer com- 
bination seems to be strongest. 

Darrall Imhoff, the journeyman, must 
be considered the starting center until 
Luke Jackson, who has been battling a 
series of injuries, proves he is his old 
self—if that is physically possible. 

Jim Washington, a good leaper and a 
strong defensive player, must improve his 
offensive output (12.7) at the other start- 
ing forward spot. The 76ers acquired old- 
timer, Bailey Howell, from the Buffalo ex- 
pansion team for some added help up 
front. Howell averaged 12.6 for the Bos- 
ton Celtics last year. 

For bench strength, the 76ers have 
swingman Matt Guokas (6.1), second-year 
man Bud Ogden (4.1). Top rookies Al 
Henry of Wisconsin and Dennis Awtrey of 
Santa Clara are question marks.

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familiar names from the championship 
years are gone: Larry Siegfried and Bailey 
Howell, both having been claimed in the 
expansion draft and then traded, Em 
Bryant also went in expansion, leaving 
very few familiar faces. 

The team will be built around John 
Havlicek, the tireless forward, who had 
his best scoring season in 1969-70 with a 
24,2 average. Don Nelson also scored bet- 
ter than usual last year with a 15.4 aver- 
age. Tom Sanders, another frontcourt- 
man, is growing older and has been 
plagued by injuries in recent years. Last 
season he played in only 57 games, aver- 
aging 11.5 points per game.

The biggest asset for this expansion club 
is general manager Eddie Donovan, who 
helped put together the championship 
team with the Knickerbockers.

At the end of last season, the Sonics 
were playing the best basketball of their 
short history. 

And there is no reason to doubt that the 
improvement will continue this season. 
The Sonics made an extremely good deal 
when they acquired the unhappy Don 
Kojis from San Diego for cash, The for- 
ward, who missed part of last season with 
injuries, should add between 15 and 20 
points a game and a lot of hustle to the 
Seattle lineup. 

The acquisition of Kojis also means that 
Tom Meschery will get more rest, thus ad- 
ding to his overall productivity when he is 
on the court. Meschery averaged 12.3 
points a game last season and still is one 
of the best competitors in the league. 

The Sonics have another good forward 
in Bob Boozer who averaged 15,2 points 


and was the team’s No. 2 rebounder. Bob 
Rule (24.6) had fewer lethargic evenings 
last season than in the past. Perhaps he [i- 
nally is ready to be one of the game’s bet- 
ter centers. 

Then in backcourt there is player-coach 
Len Wilkens (17.8), still as smooth and ef- 
fective as ever as a playmaker, the im- 
proving Dick Snyder (13.2) and Lucius 
Allen (9.8), who had a good rookie season. 

For bench help, Wilkens can look to 
Barry Clemens (8.3) in the frontcourt and 
Rod Thorn and Lee Winfield in the back- 
court, 

The Sonics lost their first draft choice, 
Jim Ard, to New York of the ABA. 
But they made up [or it in the Kojis deal. 


SAN FRANCISCO 


A healthy Nate Thurmond makes the 
Warriors a title contender, No Nate Thur- 
mond makes them an also-ran. It’s as 
simple as that, 

If only it were that simple keeping 
Thurmond in the lineup, For the past sev- 
eral seasons now, the Warrior center has 
been plagued with varied injuries from a 
bad back to a bad knee to a bad foot. 
Name it, Thurmond’s had it. 

He still is, however, one of the best 
players in the game, maybe the best center 
in the league, including Lew Alcindor. 

Last year, he went out in mid-season. 
The Warriors dropped out of the playoff 
scene shortly after. 

With Thurmond out, Jerry Lucas (15,1) 
was responsible for too much of the re- 
bounding and Jeff Mullins (22.1) had to 
do much of the scoring. Mullins had a fine 
year and made the All-Star game. 

Joe Ellis (15.8) also had an improved 
year for the Warriors and guard Ron Wil- 
liams upped his scoring average to 14.8. 
Clyde Lee (11.0) did his usual fine job 
when asked to at center or forward, Lee 
ended up as the 10th leading rebounder 
(11.3) in the league. 

The Warriors don’t have much of a 
bench with ageing player-coach Al Attles 
(5.1) at guard, and Dave Gambee, another 
old-timer at forward. Bob Portman, a 6-5 
second-year man, also is available. He av- 
eraged 7.0 last season. Gambee averaged 
7.2. Rookies Ralph Ogden (Santa Clara) 
and Levi Fontaine (Maryland State) may 
help. 


SAN DIEGO 


Wherever he has gone in professional 
basketball as a coach, Alex Hannum has 
wound up a winner. If he accomplishes 
that goal with the Rockets it is going to 
take some time. 

Last season, the club had its internal 
problems—bickering between Don Kojis 
and All-Star center Elvin Hayes. Now 
Kojis is gone. Maybe Hayes will be hap- 
pier. 

A year ago, Hayes averaged 27.5 points 
per game and led the league in rebounding 


with 1,386 for a 16.9 average, two tenths of 
a point better than Wes Unseld of Balti- 
more. 

San Diego felt so highly about the pros- 
pects of rookie forward Rudy Tomjano- 
vich of Michigan State that they sent 
Kojis to Seattle. The Rockets also came 
up with another good draft choice in the 
second round, Calvin Murphy, the 
high-scoring guard from Niagara. 

The Rockets made another deal, send- 
ing Jim Barnett to Portland for ex-Boston 
star Larry Siegfried. Siegfried is Han- 
num’s type of player, a 100 percenter. 

Still around for the Rockets are the 
capable forward John Block (14.5) and 
guard Stu Lantz, also 14.5. There are 
some other fair ballplayers on the Rocket 
roster including second-year guard Bernie 
Williams (8.3) and Hambone Williams 
(5.8), another backcourtman. 

John Trapp (6.3) adds some bench help 
for the frontcourt, and Toby Kimball (7.1) 
still is one of the toughest rebounders in 
the game and was second to Hayes on the 
Rockets last season with 621.

PORTLAND 


On paper, this appears to be the weak- 
est of the expansion franchises. But in 
the past, the weaker NBA expansion 
teams managed to wind up with better 
records than some of the expansion clubs 
which did look good on the planning 
board. 

Leroy Ellis will be the center for Port- 
land and he is one of the genuine quality 
players on the roster. He’s had some good 
years in the NBA, but didn’t play that 
much in Baltimore last year when he aver- 
aged only 6.6. Ellis may be overmatched 
physically on a night-after-night basis. 
He’s 6-11 but only 225. 

Jim Barnett, who came to Portland in 
the trade for Larry Siegfried, gives the 
club a 14.9 scorer for one of the guard 
slots. The other starter could be top draft 
pick Jeff Petrie from Princeton. 

If not, then Rick Adelman (7.4) and Pat 
Riley (5.3) both San Diego rejects are 
available along with Stan McKenzie (3.8) 
from Phoenix. 

Fred Hetzel averaged 19 points a game 
for San Francisco three years ago and he 
still is a good scoring threat. His defense, 
however, is the weak point. He'll probably ° 
start at forward. 

Portland also has Gary Gregor (8.1). 
obtained in a trade with Atlanta, and Ed 
Manning (4.2) from Chicago. Dale 
Schleuter is a rugged 6-10 center who 
didn’t play much for San Francisco last 
season. 

Dorrie Murrey, a 6-8 forward, averaged 

_5.5 for Seattle a year ago. e

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© There was a time, not too long ago, 
when a more sophisticated basketball 
society wondered if the American Basket- 
ball Association planned to balance that 
silly red, white and blue ball on its nose or 
really play with it. They called it the 
“Globetrotter League.” 

Today, the joking is past and the ABA 
has finally taken root. But that Globetrot- 
ter image runs on forever. This year. the 
three-year-old upstart may rival the Trot- 
ters in trips as well as tricks. Last season 
saw the emergence of pro sports’ first re- 
gional franchise. The Carolina Cougars 
divided their home games among three 
separate cities in North Carolina and were 
moderately successful. As with nine of the 
ABA’s I! clubs, the Cougars did not 
make money but they didn’t lose much, ei- 
ther. Their crowds were wildly enthusias- 
tic. 

This season, the regional trend spreads 
to Virginia, where the transplanted Wash- 
ington Caps—now the Virginia 
Squires—will play in Norfolk, Hampton 
Roads, Richmond and Roanoke; to Flor- 
ida, where the Floridians will play in Jack- 
sonville and Tampa as well as Miami 
Beach; to Texas, where the Chaparrals 
will play in Dallas, Lubbock and Fort 
Worth; and to Louisiana, where the Bucs 
plan to play home games in Shreveport, 
Alexandria and New Orleans. Several oth- 
er ABA clubs will take more than a token 
amount of home games to other state 
cities. Los Angeles made just one trip this 
past summer—to Salt Lake City. 

The league has a new and brighter face 
this year. There is not a single original 
owner left. Only Babe McCarthy (New 
Orleans) remains of the original coaching 
staff. All Il franchises have been solidi- 
fied with new money and a national TV 
package (CBS) adds more weight. The 
ABA signed five of its 11 first-round draft 
choices in 1970. Attendance was up 40 
percent. : 

Jack Dolph, the former director of 
CBS-TV sports, took over as the league’s 
second commissioner in October of 1969 
and has directed an incredible march to- 
ward success. In three seasons, the ABA 
has developed two franchises—Indiana 
and Denver—which actually turned in 
profits. Only three NBA clubs made mon- 
ey last year.

INDIANA 


The Indiana Pacers, with one of the 
most powerful clubs in pro basketball last 
season, won the Eastern Division without 
breaking a sweat. And they didn’t have 
many problems taking their first ABA 
championship, either. 

If there was a chink in their armor, 
however, it was the lack of a_pure- 
shooting guard. Freddie Lewis could get 
points when the Pacers needed them. He 
preferred to run the offense, moving the 
ball into the front line. Bill Keller was 
small but quick and a good defensive 
guard. Tom Thacker had experience but 
didn’t play much in the thick of things. 
John Barnhill could be counted on for the 
clutch points but no more. 

Suddenly, the gap was filled, The Pac- 
ers signed All-American Rick Mount of 
Purdue, one of the nation’s finest outside 
shooters. He should move into the starting 
lineup beside Lewis with no problem and 
give the Pacers an attack worthy of their 
second straight championship. 

There are no problems up front. Center 
Mel Daniels slacked off somewhat last 
season from his usual devastating style of 
play but he seemed content with feeding 
off to either Bob Netolicky or Roger 
Brown at the forwards. The strategy paid 
off with a breezy title, It should again. 


UTAH 


The Los Angeles Stars, last year’s dark- 
horse winner in the West who almost 
walked away with all the marbles, didn’t 
improve themselves much in the college 
draft, They did, however, wind up with 
some definite improvements on the trade 
table. 

And the Stars—now headquartered in 
Salt Lake City and called the Utah 
Stars—can look forward to the acquisi- 
tion of big Zelmo Beaty, the league- 
jumper who sat out last season after leay- 
ing the Atlanta Hawks, 

Beaty’s arrival will give the Stars one of 
the best front lines in the league, com- 
bining with George Stone and Willie 
Wise. Both Stone and Wise were strong 
factors in the move from last place to first 
in two months last season by L.A. 

The backcourt will be definitely im- 
proved with addition of Don Freeman, 
one of the league’s best shooters, who 
came to the Stars in a trade with Miami 
for Mack Calvin and Tom Washington. 
Freeman, an all-star last year, was the 
league’s fourth-leading scorer with a 
27-point average. He'll be joined in the 
backcourt by Merv Jackson. ~ 

One of coach Bill Sharman’s happiest 
problems will be to find a spot for 7-0 
Craig Raymond, certainly the league’s 
most improved player last year. When he 
joined the Stars from Pittsburgh after the 
all-star break last season, Raymond was a 
clumsy, ineffectual dud. Two months lat- 
er, Sharman had turned him into a fine 
pivotman, with a good shot and strong re- 
bounding ability. He'll back up Beaty, 

The Stars should repeat as champions 
of the Western Division. What they do in 
the playoffs will lie with Beaty’s progress. 
Regardless, they'll be as strong as any 
club in the league. 


DENVER 


The Denver Rockets lost 19 of their 
first 28 games last year and it looked like 
the controversial signing of Spencer Hay- 
wood—the Detroit University soph-

Denver's Spencer Haywood scored against everyone, including Ira Harge. 
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oOmore—would prove a mistake. Then 
John McLendon was fired and Joe Bel- 
mont, the ex-referee, was hired as the new 
coach. He moved Haywood from center to 
forward and the Rockets made like their 
name, 

Haywood became the most feared play- 
er in the league, dominating every other 
big man and leading the ABA jn both 
scoring and rebounding. 

But the Rockets had morale problems, 
heightened when they tore up Haywood’s 
contract in mid-season and re-wrote it to 
the tune of $1.9 million. Larry Jones, their 
Premiere guard, showed up at the next 
practice in a railroad suit. 

Most insiders felt that Jones’ dis- 
satisfaction was the prime cause of the 
Rockets’ slip in the playoffs. That is past 
now. Jones has been traded to the Miami 
Floridians for 6-7 Don Sidle and 6-5 Lar- 
ry Cannon, two former No. | draft 
choices who could help. Sidle will be a 
definite starter at forward and will take 
some of the pressure off Haywood. Byron 
Beck will still start in the middle. 

The Rockets got involved in another 
controversial signing in the case of Mich- 
igan State’s Ralph Simpson. His class 
doesn’t graduate until 1972—which is the 
basis of, Commissioner Dolph’s ruling 
against the signing. Denver plans to honor 
Simpson's contract, but he’s not likely to 
be in the lineup for a while, if at all. 


TEXAS 


This time last year, Cliff Hagan kept 
saying he wanted to coach more, play less. 
The 37-year-old former NBA star had 
doubled for a season or two as coach and 
player with the Dallas Chaparrals. Cliff 
got at least part of his wish mid-way 
through the 1969-70 season when the 
Chaps fired him and moved General Man- 
ager Max Williams into the coaching job. 
Max does not suit up. 

He may, however, if the Chaps’ defense 

does not improve over last season when 
they finished fourth in the West, Many 
times during the season, Dallas scored 
over 150 points in a game—and lost. To 
be sure, their offense was potent enough 
but the gaps in their defense gave oppo- 
nents giggling spells. 
__ There won’t be much of a change in the 
Chaps—they're now called the Texas 
Chaparrals. They will have a powerful 
front line in John Beasley. Manny Leaks 
and ex-Colonel Gene Moore. Ron Boone 
and Glen Combs will likely be back at 
guard with Charlie Beasley the valuable 
sixth man. 

Their choices in the 1970 draft are ques- 
tionable. Joe Leonard, a guard from 
North Texas State, is quick and has a 
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good outside shot. Emanuel Cannon. a 6-7 
forward from Grambling, may surprise a 
few people. 

Defensive adjustments, however, will be 
the only surprise Dallas can make to the 
ABA, 


NEW ORLEANS 


The New Orleans Bues will finish last in 
the West—or they will finish first. There 
will be no in-between for Babe McCarthy, 
the last of the original ABA coaches, 

Last season, the Bucs appeared on their 
way to another division title when guard 
Jimmy Jones injured his knee and never 
fully recovered. The old man of the 
club—forward Jackie Moreland—got 
tired during the latter part of the year. 
Center Red Robbins, one of the ABA’s 
most underestimated men, got hurt and 
missed some games. 

Still, with all his problems, Babe kept 
the Bucs close, though eventually they fin- 
ished last. He has. as it’s said, the best 
coached team in the ABA every year, This 
year will be a real challenge. Babe traded 
veteran forward Ron Franz to Miami for 
two young forwards—AlI Cueto and Wil- 
bert Jones—and a guard, Erv Staggs. All 
three have potential but need plenty of 
work. Jones will be back healthy to start 
at guard with Steve Jones, Robbins is 
Strong again and he'll plug the middle with 
Gerald Govan and one of the rookies at 
forward. Moreland retired. 

The Bucs, under front-office financial 
Strain, fared poorly in the draft and picked 
up only Wendell Ladner, a 6-5 forward 
from Southern Mississippi. 

Bul as the saying goes, give Babe some 
healthy horses and look out. If he’s got 
them this fall, the West is in for another 
tight race. 


EASTERN 
DIVISION 


MIAMI 


If there is a club in the league that has 
improved itself totally since the end of last 
season, It has been the Miami Floridians. 
They were the worst team in the ABA last 
year, winning only 23 games. Their prob- 
lems stretched into the front-office where 
the league finally was forced to take over 
the financial obligations of the franchise. 

Today, the Floridians could be the real 
surprise of the ABA. They have new own- 
ership in advertising executive Ned Doyle, 
who has promised to put $! million a year 
into the club. And they have completed a 
number of major trades that has strength- 
ened them considerably. 

Last year’s lineup went Don Freeman, 
George Lehmann in the backcourt. Don 
Sidle. Simmie Hill and Al Cueto up front. 
This fall, it will be Mack Calvin and Larry 


Jones in the backcourt, Skip Thoren in the 
middle and Ron Franz and Tom Washing- 
ton at forward. All-League guard Free- 
man was traded to Utah for Calvin and 
Washington. Sidle and Larry Cannon 
went to Denver for Larry Jones, the 
league's best guard. Franz came in a trade 
from New Orleans for Cueto and Wilbert 
Jones. Simmie Hill went to Pittsburgh for 
Warren Davis, a good backup forward, 

. If Hal Blitman, who took over for Jim 
Pollard in midseason last year, can put 
this group of all-stars together, Miami 
could wind up taking it all. 


KENTUCKY 


There were several methods which op- 
posing coaches used last year to beat the 
Kentucky Colonels. Perhaps the most suc- 
cessful one was to sag off on a guards 
and let the Colonels beat them@ives, They 
had virtually no offensive production from 
their forwards, 

College drafts are designed not only to 
fill rosters but gaps as well and the Colo- 
nels have done that this year better than 
any other club in the league. With the sign- 
ing of the University of Kentucky's Dan 
Issel, the Colonels’ No, 1 draft choice, 
they have already picked up anywhere 
from 10 to IS more victories next season, 
Issel was a center at U-K but better 
known for his outside shooting. He has the 
ability to go to the basket and play de- 
fense, too, making him a triple-threat 
from the outset, The Colonels also signed 
Tennessee’s Bobby Croft, Kentucky’s 
Mike Pratt and Claude Virden of Murray 
State, all of whom will make the roster 
and see plenty of substitute action. 

With the advent of Issel, opponents will 
no longer be able to double-up on guards 
Darel Carrier and Louie Dampier, two of 
the finest outside shots in the league. 

Ex-Chaparrals Ciney Powell and Bud 
Olsen should provide more frontcourt 
help, while Jim Ligon returns to help out 
the reserves. 

And if that isn’t enough, the Colonels 
also picked up 6-8 Walt Piatkowski from 
Denver and one-time Rookie of the Year 
Warren Armstrong from Washington. 

If the rookies come through as ex- 
pected, Kentucky could be the club to 
beat. 


VIRGINIA 


The team has once again moved, to Vir- 
ginia, and Rick Barry once again has ev- 
eryone wondering where he will play. But 
with or without him, the Squires have a 
solid tea, 

Charlie Scott, the 6-5 sharpshooter 
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Roger Brown (35) was a driving force for Indiana's league champions. 
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from North Carolina, signed as the No, | 
draft choice and may help ease the loss of 
Barry, should Rick return to San Fran- 
cisco. Scott should have no problems 
working his way into the backcourt with 
Larry Brown to form a combination that 
could be the best anywhere. Brown; had 
100 more assists than anybody in the 
league, and Scott comes with the reputa- 
tion of a shooter and ballhandler. 

Joining the front line will be Doug Moe, 
acquired from Carolina for Ira Harge and 
Gary Bradds, Big things are expected 
from rookies Bill Paultz, 6-10, and Gar- 
field Smith, 6-11. Veteran Jim Eakins also 
returns. 


NEW YORK 


The New York Nets were the surprise 
of the ABA last season when they pulled 
themselves up from the worst record in 
pro ball to a playoff berth and plenty of 
respect around the circuit. Interim coach 
York Larese took advantage of a strong 
front line to balance off a quick back- 
court. 

This season will be different only in the 
fact that Larese’s term is up and former 
St. John’s coach Lou Carnesecca will take 
over. If anything, that strong front line 
should be vastly improved with the addi- 
tions of Jim Ard, the 6-8 rebounding ace 
from the University of Cincinnati, and 
6-10 Rod McIntyre of the NCAA run- 
ners-up Jacksonville University. Ard 
should be good enough to start in the 
middle with Les Hunter and Sonny Dove 
on the front line. Hunter is a menacing 
forward who drives the middle with no 
grace but plenty of effectiveness. It could 
give the Nets a 3-2 combination. 

The Nets’ guards are as good as any in 
the league. Levern Tart is a solid player, 
good defensively with a not-too-subtle 
knack of driving for points. He’s sharp 
from the outside too. Walt Simon and Bill 
Melchionni are the veteran team leaders. 
Melchionni is a hound-dog on defense, 
and can put the ball up if the club needs 
sparking. 


CAROLINA 


The Carolina Cougars, with homes in 
Charlotte, Raleigh and Greensboro, failed 
to fill those homes with much of anything 
in the college draft last spring and may 
have been left holding the bag. 

The Cougars relied heavily on securing 
the services of Pete Maravich, the LSU 
superstar who eventually turned his back 
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Rick Barry jumps off his good knee 
against New Orleans’ Jackie Moreland. 
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on the Cougars and signed a $1.9 million 
contract with the Atlanta Hawks. Since 
that time, the Cougars’ fortunes dropped 
considerably. 

There'll be changes in the starting line- 
up, with Ira Harge and Gary Bradds com- 
ing from Washington for Doug Moe. 
Bones McKinney still has Randy Mahaf- 
fey and. 7-0 Rich Neiman from_ his 
third-place finishers of last year. Nieman, 
a raw but improving center, did little to 
help last season and got only 12 rebounds 
in four playoff games. Gene Peeples 
should give him a fight for the starting 
job. 

Guard Bobby Verga is one of the best in 
the business, a sharpshooter who aver- 
aged nearly 26 points a game last year. can 
hit from just about anywhere. He will be 
Joined in the backcourt by Gene Littles, a 
gritty little fellow who leads the Carolina 
offense. 

The Cougar bench is dotted with former 
Carolina college stars. Larry Miller, 
Hank Whitney and Bill Bunting are all 
adequate backup men. 


PITTSBURGH 


A group called Airport Services Inc. 
bought the Pittsburgh Pipers last spring 
and spent nearly $4,000 on their opening 
press conference. As one writer put it, 
that’s more than twice what the previous 
Owner spent on publicity the entire three 
previous seasons. It also indicates to a de- 
gree the way the team, now named the 
Condors, appears to be headed. 

Not long after the press conference, the 
Condors hired former Atlanta Hawks Gen- 
eral Manager Marty Blake as their new 
president and general manager. In June, 
they replaced coach Buddy Jeannette with 
Jack McMahon, the former San Diego 
Rockets coach. 

It will, nevertheless, be a long road for 
the club. After finishing fifth in the East 
last year, the Condors will be relying on No, 
1 draft choice, Mike Maloy of Davidson, 
to spark a recovery. Maloy will move into 
the starting front line with John Brisker 
and Mike Lewis. Brisker could be one of 
the league’s best forwards in time. Blake. 
while still with the Hawks, said once that 
Maloy was “no kind of a pro ballplayer.” 
That tune has changed somewhat since 
but McMahon may change it more. After 
all, it was McMahon who turned Elvin 
Hayes into the NBA’s leading scorer his 
freshman season. Ex-Floridian Simmie 
Hill also could turn out to be a surprise at 
the forward spot. 

Little Charlie Williams, out part of last 
season with a knee injury, will be back 
with a host of supporting guards in Chico 
Vaughn, Arvesta Kelly and George 
Thompson. ' e 
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Bob Verga played hands-up defense for Carolina and still averaged 27.6 points.

Willis Reed played 27 minutes that 
night. He played 27 minutes on one leg; 27 
minutes with excruciating pain in his right 
hip. It was more than anyone had a right 
to expect."And yet, if you know Willis 
Reed, it was impossible to expect anything 
less. 

Willis Reed had come a long way from 
Hico, La., the tiny, almost non-existent. 
town where he was born, the only child of 
Willis and Inell Reed. The year was 1942 
and World War II was on and the day af- 
ter his son was born, Willis Reed, Sr., was 
sent overseas and Willis Reed, Jr., went 
with his mom to live with his grandparents 
in the thriving metropolis of Bernice, La. 

Reed likes to say he was born in ““No- 
where, Louisiana’’ and grew up in “Al- 
most Nowhere, Louisiana. Bernice is two 
redlights long. Hico has no red lights, just 
a couple of stop signs. And it has no popu- 
lation.” 

For as long as he could remember, 
Reed worked in the fields, picking cotton, 
“So that 1 could buy shoes for myself,” he 
explained. He was always bigger than the 
other boys his age, so he naturally drifted 
to basketball when he entered West Side 
High School as a strapping 6-5 freshman. 

By the time he was a sophomore, he had 
been discovered by Fred Hobdy, the ca- 
pable and shrewd basketball coach at 
Grambling College. 

“I had gone to the bus depot to pick up 
Charlie Hardnett, one of my new players, 
who was coming from Atlanta,’ coach 
Hobdy recalls. “I saw this tall kid on the 
street corner. J had never seen him around 
before. If you're in my business, you make 
it a point to get to know a kid like that, so 
I walked up to him and introduced myself. 
He said he was only in the tenth grade, but 
I promised to keep an eye on him and told 
him even if I never saw him again, he had 


a scholarship to Grambling when he grad- 
uated.” 

But Hobdy made it his business to see 
the boy again. . . often. Many nights af- 
ter dinner he would turn to his wife and 
say, “Let's take a little ride.” And Mrs. 
Hobdy, wise to her husband, would reply: 
“TI know where you want to go. You want 
to see that boy in Bernice.” 

At Grambling, Reed scored 2,335 
points, made Little All-America three 
times, was picked to play in the 1963 Pan 
American Games, led Grambling to one 
NAIA and three Southwestern Confer- 
ence championships and a four-year 
record of 110-17. 

Willis Reed has come a long way from 
Hico, a long way from Bernice and a long 
way from the raw and quiet rookie of 
1964. And, not coincidentally, so have the 
Knicks come a long way in that time. 

To Ned Irish, president of the Knicks, 
the big change in Reed is his maturity. 
“He always was a sharp fellow,” Irish re- 
calls, “But he has broadened himself in 
the years he’s been here. People like him. 
He has a personal magnetism.” 

Willis is one of those rare human beings 
who can lead by example. He was the 
logical choice to be team captain. Liter- 
ally and figuratively, he is their leader, 
their big man. 

He is not as flamboyant as Walt Fra- 
zier, not as droll as Dick Barnett, not as 
astute as Bill Bradley, not as outgoing as 
Cazzie Russell, not as experienced as 
Dave DeBusschere, yet, in his quiet way, 
Willis Reed is The Man. 

You see it on the court and off the 
court. You see it in the summer when he is 
working with kids at the Willis Reed 
All-Star Camp in upstate New York. 
“He’s the greatest I've ever seen with 
kids,’ says Jim Wergeles, the Knicks’ 
business manager. “They love him.” 

Willis takes his role as captain serious- 
ly. When a practice is called, he is there, 
even if he is tired and hurting and the 
practice is optional. 

In 1968, he asked to room with No. | 
rookie, Bill Hosket. In 1969, he asked to 


room with No. | rookie, John Warren. 

“I call him captain and he calls me 
‘rook,’ *’ Warren said affectionately. “He 
looked after me. He showed me where to 
eat, where to buy clothes, how to dress, 
how much to tip. He talked basketball to 
me, he encouraged me, he told me what I 
did wrong in a game. He even woke me up 
in the morning on the road and went down 
and ordered my breakfast. He did a lot for 
me and I'll never forget him for it.” 

Willis Reed does a lot for all the 
Knicks, although he modestly minimizes 
his contribution to the team. He does not 
think of himself as The Man. He does not 
feel he has to carry his teammates. 

“TI don’t think there is anything I have 
to do,” he says. “We all do our part. I 
don’t feel like I have to do certain things, 
that’ I have to carry the team. There’s no 
pressure being captain. It’s enjoyable 
work.” 

Willis means it. He says there are no - 
stars on this team and he believes it. 

“He’s not big-headed at all,” Warren 
insists. “He's probably the best center in 
the league, but he has time for rookies like 
me and he’s always full of encour- 
agement.” 

The records, in time, will establish Reed 
as the greatest Knick of them all. Certain- 
ly, if there is one indispensable man on 
this team, it’s Willis Reed. He has made 
the all-star team in each of his first six 
years, embellishing that by being named 
MVP. of the 1969-70 All-Star Game in 
Philadelphia. He ended that season with 
9.549 points, leaving him 900 points short 
(a half season’s worth) of Carl Braun’s 
club record of 10,449. He passed Harry 
Gallatin as the Knicks’ all-time rebound- 
er, raising his total to 6,584 in the cham- 
pionship year. 

Scoring and rebounding, Reed gets the 
big ones and when they say the making of 
the Knicks was the acquisition of Dave | 
DeBusschere in December, 1968, they are 
forgetting that it was the arrival of De- 
Busschere and the departure of Walt Bel- 
lamy that permitted the Knicks to return 
Reed to the center position, where he be- 
longs. 

Reed made the move quietly, just as he 
had made the move from center to for- 
ward when he knew he was sacrificing per- 
sonal achievement for the good of the 
team. Still he made the all-star team all 
three seasons he played forward, but it 
was at center that he excelled. 

Listed at 6-10, but probably closer to 
6-8, Willis is one of the smallest centers in 
the NBA, but one of the most aggressive 
and most effective. His forte is mobility 
and versatility and uncanny outside shoot- 
ing ability for a big man. 

“I try not to establish a pattern of shots 
so that my opponent can anticipate me,” 
he says. A natural left-hander, he learned 
to perfect the jump, hook or layup with ei- 
ther hand. And he is an unselfish pivot 
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“I try never to be stationary in the piv- 
ot,” he points out. “I keep moving so 
that my opponent can’t’ get set. And I try 
to keep the ball in motion. I look for my 
shot, but | also look for the open man to 
pass to, Again, I try not to set a pattern of 
passing or shooting. I try to mix up my 
shots and passes and keep the other team 
guessing. Am I going to shoot? Or am I 
going to pass?” 

To Reed, the basics are the important 
things. Setting picks, hitting the boards on 
offense or defense whenever the ball goes 
up to the hoop. 

“On defense, I try to learn as much 
about my opponent as possible,” he says. 
“LT try to learn his personality, to pick out 
any faults he has, to determine if he has 
any pattern to his shooting. Anything that 
will tip off his shots.” 

The Knicks and Willis Reed seemed to 
arrive together. Willis came out of 
Grambling for the 1964-65 NBA season. 
He came to New York thanks to a stroke 
of luck in the college player draft and 
that’s when you got the first idea that 
things were changing for the 
Knicks—when they got lucky in the col- 
lege draft. In previous drafts, all their luck 
was bad, 

They chose Jim (Bad News) Barnes 
over Lucious Jackson and Willis Reed and 
had the unbelievable good fortune to be 
able to get a second shot at Reed on the 
second round, 

Becoming a Knick did not exactly thrill 
Reed at the time. “I was disappointed,” 
he recalls, “All I could think was, ‘there 
goes $3,000, at least.’ I figured that was 
the difference between being drafted No. | 
and being drafted No. 2. 

“It wasn’t only the money, My pride 
was hurt. I expected to be picked on the 
first round, which would have meant that 
somebody considered me the best player 
in the country. I couldn't blame the 
Knicks, Taking Barnes was a good move. 
I guess I kind of expected that. But I 
couldn't believe that there were eiglit play- 
ers in the country better than me.” 

Perhaps it was a blessing in disguise. 
Being selected second best gave the com- 
petitive drive that always existed within 
him a chance to surface. 

“T knew I was coming into the league 
an underrated player,’ he reasoned. “But 
I believed I could play in the NBA. I said 
that when I signed my contract, I was told 
that a lot of All-Americas had said the 
same thing in the past and hadn’t been 
able to produce. I was determined to pro- 
duce.” 

Determination always was Willis 
Reed’s ally, but the Knicks did not find 
out immediately that they had something 
special in the strong man from Gram- 
bling. It took time. It took exactly two 
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days. That’s how long Willis had been in 
training camp when he paid a yisit on 
coach Eddie Donovan. 

“Coach,” Willis said, ‘could I borrow a 
rule book?” 

“A rule book?” Donovan shrieked. 

“Yes,” Willis said, “I want to read it.” 

In all his years of coaching, Donovan 
had never heard of a player asking for a 
rule book. 

Willis Reed was different, all right; dif- 
ferent than the endless succession of 
nonentities who played (rather filled) the 
center position for the Knicks; people like 
Ron Shavlik, Gary Gergen, Art Spoelstra, 
Jim Palmer, Ray Felix, Charlie Tyra, 
Gene Conley, Phil Jordon, Darrall Im- 
hoff, Paul Hogue, Bevo Nordmann and 
Tom Hoover. A veritable ““Who’s He” of 
college basketball. 

Then along came Reed and things have 
not been quite the same since. He may not 
have saved the franchise, but he kept it 
breathing until help could arrive. 

It had all arrived by the 1969-70 season, 
a spectacular season for Willis and for the 
Knicks. Some might consider that redun- 
dant on the grounds that the Knicks will 
go as Reed goes. In any case, Reed was 
voted the NBA’s Most Valuable Player 
and the Knicks won their first division 
championship in 14 years, finishing with 
the most victories in the league. Coinci- 
dence? Not likely. 

The eastern division championship was 
nice. That’s all, nice. It was like one dia- 
mond-studded cuff link. Nice. But in- 
complete. 

“The championship,” Reed said, 
“That's what I want. That’s what we all] 
want. Until we get it, we haven't done a 
thing.” 

It had been a long, tiring grind of a sea- 
son. A season of 82 games played by Wil- 
lis Reed with assorted bumps and bruises, 
a dislocated pinky on his left hand, an in- 
jured big toe, a bruised shoulder, two ach- 
ing knees and a stomach that was con- 
Stantly queasy and was believed, for a 
time, Lo contain an ulcer. 

Now it had to start all over with the 
playoffs and everything that happened in 
those 82 games meant nothing, The bur- 
den of the Knicks was the burden of Willis 
Reed. First he had Wes Unseld, which is 
like trying to rebound against King Kong; 
then Lew Alcindor, which is like trying to 
defend against the Empire State building; 
then Wilt Chamberlain, who is as strong 
as King Kong and as tall as the Empire 
State Building. And, in the end, he had to 
fight his biggest battle, a battle against 
pain. 

It happened early in the fifth game of 
the final playoff series against the Lakers, 
a severely damaged rectus femoris muscle, 
the muscle that runs from the hip to the 
knee. Reed’s future, and the future of the 
Knicks in these playoffs, was very much in 
doubt. 

“The doctor said he was through for the 


night, so he was through,’ coach Red 
Holzman explained. ‘It was up to the doc- 
tor. I couldn’t say, ‘Oh, no, he’s got to 
play.’ And his future is up to the doctor. 
It’s up to him ‘whether Willis plays the 
next game. I’m not going to ask Willis be- 
cause he'll say he’s all right. I’ll do what 
the doctor says. I’m not going to take any 
chances with him. His future is too great.” 

One thing was certain. The sixth game 
was in Los Angeles and Reed would make 
the trip. “We'll take him with us,” 
Holzman said. “I'd like to take him with 
me everywhere I go. Even in the summer- 
time.” 

The trip wasn’t necessary, Reed 
couldn't play in the sixth game. And then 
it was the showdown, seventh game in 
New York and Willis Reed put on that 
courageous performance, hitting his first 
two shots and keeping Chamberlain away 
from the hoop for 27 minutes on one leg. 
There has never been anything like it. 

“Just his presence on the court made 
the biggest contribution,” said Holzman. 
“And then when he hit his first two shots, 
it looked like he was going to have his usu- 
al game. That gave us the flow,” 

Elston Howard, the former New York 
Yankee catcher, watched the game on 
television in California and when it ended, 
he sat down and wrote Willis Reed a fan 
letter. 

“T don’t really know him,” Howard ex- 
plained. “I met him a couple of times, but 
we're not what you'd call good friends. 
But I just had to write him a letter, I was 
so impressed with what he did. [ told him 
he reminded me of another great athlete, 
playing in the 1961 World Series.” 

Howard meant Mickey Mantle, who 
played the third game of the 1961 World 
Series in Cincinnati with a hole in his right 
hip the size of a golf ball. It was an open 
wound and Mantle hobbled through the 
early part of the game, until the Yankees 
had a comfortable lead. Then manager 
Ralph Houk removed him and as he hob- 
bled off the field, you could see the blood 
which had soaked through his uniform 
and covered practically his entire pants 
leg. 

There were many more tributes to Wil- 
lis Reed, but they would not change him. 
In six years as a pro, he had gone from an 
$11,000-a-year rookie to a superstar mak- 
ing more than 10 times that much and 
with widely diversified business interests. 
But that would not change him either. 

He invited his college coach, Fred Hob- 
dy, to New York for part of the playoffs 
and got up at six o’clock the morning after 
a tough game to drive him to the airport. 

And each summer, Willis returns to 
Bernice for several weeks, which tells you 
more about Willis Reed than it does about 
Bernice, La. 

Willis Reed, champion basketball play- 
er and champion human being, has come a 
long way from Bernice, La. But not so 
long that he has forgotten the way back. ©
